Hi Amy,

Thanks again for your patience and willingness to work quickly with us.

After talking about this internally, we have moved away from the new restrictions being distributed
as supplemental labels because it doesn’t seem to be appropriate in this case. Usually,
supplementals are used for changes that the Agency doesn’t feel urgency for it to be integrated into
the master label {(for example a new use on carrots). Since these restrictions need to be part of the
labeling for the 2022 use season, we are asking that they be appendices instead of supplemental
labels. Attached you’ll find PDFs with our comments. One noteworthy change would be that we
asking to change the requirement to check the website from 30 days before use to 7 days.

If possible, we would like to meet with all three registrants together to go over the conditions of
registration. If you are amenable to that, are you be available to meet tomorrow (Friday) from
11:00-12:00 to discuss?
